HE Iriſh Forfeicures now lying before a Committee of the Horcur:bie the Honle cf Commons, It is now (or never to be) the 
Time of cffering an Expedient whereupon to anſwer the Ends of the Publick ; and in ſome meaſure, after theic long Wants 
and Sufferings to provide for, or ar the leaſt to diſtinguiſh Thoſe, whoſe Eſtates are forfeited. 

- To this End ſome, who are exempred by being included within Articles, and thereupon reſtored to their Eftates, having taker 
imo Conſideration the unhappy Condrcion of Theſe their Fellow SubjeAts, who vpon a miſtaken Principle were, together with them, miſled 
iato a Breach of their Duty; and being willing, as far as they are able, to incumber themſclves, in order to keep up the publick Stock, to 
what may be hoped for, upon an abſolute Sale of all forfeited Eſtates, and thereupon to induce His Majeſty and this preſent Parliament, to 
Grant a General A of indemnity, whereby all the now forfeicing Perſons to be required to take the Oath of Fidelity ; and if thought ne- 
ceſlary, to give Security for their good Behaviour during Life, with ſuch Exceptions to the Perſons of thoſe now in the French Army, or 
who have otherwiie r=ndred themſelves obnoxious, as ſhall be thought neceſſary, ard their Eftates to go reſpeRively ro ſuch Perſons as 
ſhould be lacitled thereto, if they were aftually dead : And with an abſolute Excluſion of all Perſons concern'd in the late moſt deteſtab'e Alai- 
fination, if any ſuch there be amongft them ; Upcn the Proſpet of a general Act of InJemniry, uponthele or ſuch other Terms as ſhall be though 
becoming the Honour & Clemency of an Engliſh King and Parliament, the fo!!owing Prepoſal is with all Submiſſion offer'd to Coniideration, v:2. 

Thar all his Majeſties Catholick Subjects of Felarl, whether ſuch, as in+ Virtue of Articles, or by his Majeſties Favour, haviog Revers'd 
their Outlawrys, are reſtored to their Eſtates 3 and all juch, as by being Infants, or out of the Country durirg the War, or wko upon any 
other Motive whatſoever eſcaped Proſecution, and are in poſſefiion of their Elkaics, fhall in Years Time pay cne Years clear [ncom of their 

__ * what Kit.4 ever within that Kingdom, as Lett or Diſpoſed of in the Year 1688, or at this Time, or on any other Year to

Thar ay. Perſon. Eſtare is now become forfeited for Lite only, whether duely or u1duely arainred, ſhall in 
pay Two years of the like clear yearly Incom of his Eſtate of what kind ſoever. 
Thar every Perſon whoſe Eſtate is now become forfeited for ever, whether duely or unduely attained, ſhall in 
of the like clear yearly Incom of his Eftate of what kind ſoever. 


The Propolers, for fear of giving Offence, if they ſhould a& over openly in a matter of this kind, being not at Liberty to take ſuch Ads 
vice as might be neceſſary, upon handing in an Overture of this Conſequence, can nor pretend to foreſee all the Objections that may be 
made to ir; Bur do Imagin One may be. 

Thar it may be doubtful, whether che Fond to be raiſed upon this Overture, ſhall be equivalent ro what may be raiſed upon abſolute 
Sale of all rhe forfeited Eitates: And ic may perhaps be an other Objection ; 
Thar the thus acquitting and reſtoring ſuch Perſons may be of furuce b:d Exzmrple, and a means 2pain to 'mbroil the Publick, cc. 

As to the firſt Objetion; The Propoſers having neither publick Offices te:e, nor Records to reſort to, ror time allowed. at this diſtance, 
from ſuch Offices, to enter upon ſuch a Search ; it is to be preſimed they can nor, by a clear Demonſtration, make ou:, char the Fond to be 
raiſed upon this Propoſal, ſhall amount to more than what can be raiced by an ablolute Sale of all the forſeired Etates : But they have Rea» 
fon to conclude, that cn due Confideraticn cf what is }z:d by the It:ſ; Commiſſonc:s before the Parliament; It wit appear, that this 
Propoſal mzy at the leaſt amount to an Equivalent : For, 

{a the firſt place, as the Pr-poſers are Informed, the ſaid Commiſſioners have Rerurn'd the yearly Value of all Eftzzes reftored by Artis 
cles: And if fo, and that it be further conſider'd, that there are a great many Catholicks, who either. as meer lnfants, or Merchants abroad, 
or otherwiſe notoriouſly known as Non-Offenders, who have eſcaped all Piclecuticn : and of whoie Eſtates the Commiſſioners have taken 
no Cognizance : If I ſay, the Eſtates of the Articled Men, as return'd by the Commiſſioners, be ſumm'd up, and the Eſtates of theſe Per- 
ſons, upon a moderate Compuration added to ie; It will appear, how coniiderable the Offer now made of increaſing the publick Fend is. % 

In the ſecond place, as the Commiſſioners ku xd the yearly Value of the now F.rfrited Eftates, chey have likewiſe undoubtedly 
return'd, that, if not all, much the greater part of theſe Mates are uncer heavy leg] Incumb'rances, which will go along with them into a 
Purchaſors Hands ; and in proportion, lefſen the Sum to be paid to the publick. 

Thar ſeveral of the Wives of che perſons Actainted, if they outlive their Husbanc's, are Inticled ro Jovntures, ro which a Purchaſor muſt 
have regard, and which conſequently will have the like EtfeR of leis'ning the Purchaſe Money. 

That in ſome Cafes where by Rigor of Law, the Wives and Children are, for the Husbands Life, or for ever exci:ded, yer their Co:s 
dition iz too moving and deplorable to be intirely Rejected. 

That in ſome other Calez of many of the kind, it appearing to His Majelty, that the Perſons were Attainted upon an over-riggid Conſtrution, 
of violent Proſecution. He has been gracioully pleas'd ro extend his Xlercy to them, and order the Reverla] oftheir Cu:lawrys, and thatin all Acts 
of Re:umption, as ſufficiently fer forth by a late Author, ſpecial Frovition hath beea made for ſuch. 

If upon theſe and the like Heads, the Marcer be fully weigh'd, it will appear how much ſhore of the Intrinſick Value, the now forteited ERates 
will fall in the publick Scock: And if in lixe ma2ner i: be conlidered, t{ar upon the Foot of the now Propoſal, every Eitate is to pay fo much 
without any regard to Incumbrances of ary &in.i whatſoever ; Ic will cer:ainly be as evidear,as ſuch a thing can be, r2ac the Fond to ariſe from this 
Propoſal, can not be leſs, if it do not excecd whac the Forfeited Eltares alone ſhall amount to; and it, as ro the 2zzitwn, this Propoſal ſhall ap- 
pear equal, it muſt on the accountot Dilpa:ch, and tor avoiding of Trouble appear manifeſtly preferable: For, 

If the Forfeited Eſtates are to be abſolutely di.poſed of, ir will cake up a greatdeal of time to ſettle the Incumb'rances ; and when that is doc, 
ic will be difficulc, where there is a poſhbility of J-inture, or diſtant Remaicder depcrding, to make an inviting Rule to a Pwichaſor wichour 
great loſs ro the Publick; and if there Se any d:ſtinftion ro be made in favour of Femms (overt, Children, or o:1er Perſons notoriouſly Inno- 
cen:,that will ftill perplex and delay the zxecution of tne Marter ; whereas, in the Caſe now offer'd ro Conſideration, there is nothing more to be 
done, bur to diſcover the Yearly Value of the Eftates; and even as to thar, and to Þ ing tie marter immediatly to hear, the Owners, or ſuch 
as are to be made ſo, may berequired to give in a ju Valluatioa under the penai:y cf an high Forfeiture, where they ſhall within years 
be found to have underrar tit: And if ſuch Eacouragement as ſhall be thaugh: coavenient. be given for prompe Payment, and the Eſtates to be 
charged therewith afrer t lefault of Payment mage, this will eicher pur che Pertons concern'd upon ways of railing what they are to pay, or 
encourage other Adventur... to advance the Mony. 


As to the Second ObjeQion, that the thus acquicting and reſtoring ſuch Perſons may be of furure bad Exzmple, and a means again to im- 
broil the Publick, ©. | 

The Propoſers, for fear of being miſunderſtood, cannct think fir for them to ſay much upon this Head ; they therefore crave leave only to 
obſerve ; Thar as tothoſe, who now are, or lately have been in the Army in Froxe, they are but a few in number, and of them nor Ten Eſtated 
_ Mien; and thar, by this Propoſal, ic is alcogether ſubmitted co publick Coaltderation, how far they and all other obnoxious Perſons ought to be du- 

ring theic Lives excluded : And char, as to the reſt of the torſeicing Perſons, who are yer Living, they row are, ard they and their Poſterity mult for 
ever continue in their Native Country ; for in what mancer foever they are or may be Treated, they have no other place to fly co; ſuch of their 
Country Mea as thro' fear of an Uneafineſs at home, unhappily choſe to take their Forrune in a Foreign Service, have not been ſo Treated as to 
-M trave Theſe any hope of Refuge abroad: And when they are thus receiv'd into Mercy, and upon any Terms reſtored to a Condition of Living, as 
"y it will ever be their Duty, ſo it will certainly be more their [ntereſt to live within the Bounds of Fidclity and Obedience, than if they ard their 
bg Poſterity be thrown into a State of for ever being meer FHebers of Wood, and Drawers of Water. 
As to the other parr of the Objection, that this may be of furme bad Example, G&c. 

This is ar» Objection ſometimes made up more of Shew, chanof Subſtance: And in this Calc, if Ten years wandring withom Houſe or H-me, 
and the Offenders, in addition to what Nebes they may bave contracted ro ſupport their Families in their ſo long Wants, being now to bear the 
Eoad of Four years Purchaſe, be not ſufficient to inſtruft them and their Poſterity in their Dury, and to Deter them from entring imtothe like evil 
Drfigns. Ic may be fairly enough concluded, that nothing leſs than Curring off Roox and Branch ſhall reſtrain them
